The court 
was very evenly divided on both cases, 
but political lines did not control. 
The DeLima case involved the power 
of the government to collect a duty on 
goods imported into the United States 
from Porto Rico after tho ratification 
of the treaty of Paris and before the 
passage of the Porto Rico act.
